1 MIXED ASSEMBLY OF” PEOPLE. 


The Alliance Leaders Claim to Have Headed 
Off the Men Who Were Anxious 
for a Third Party. 


Crvciwwatr, May 18. — [Special.] — The 
mational union conference is u unique assem- 
bly, called for the express purpose of launch- 
ing a new political party. It includesso many 
diverse elements, holding so many conflicting 
ideas that there is no conceivable platform 
upon which the whole heterogeneous mass can 
stand. When you add to these centrifugal 
forces the further fact that a large part, and 
possibly a majority, of the delegates are op- 
posed to the immediate political independence 
of the old parties, and have come here with the 
view of putting on the brakes, it will be seen 
that the chance for the harmonious and suc- 
cessful launching of a third party is exceed- 
ingly small.

ON THE RUN FOR CHILL 


THE ITATA RECHIVED COAL FROM 
THE ESMERALDA 


AND 18 AHEAD OF THE CHARLESTON AGAIN 


But the Cruiser Is in Fall Pursuit and May 
‘Overtake the vessel Before She 
Reaches Panama. 


Wasuinoron, May 18.—Just before 4 o'clock 
this afternoon the navy department received 
confirmation of the press dispatch to the effect 
that the Charleston sailed southward ‘from 
Acapulco last evening, leaving the Esmeralda 
in port. There was no word ot the Itata. The 
presumption is that the Charleston’s com- 
mander was satisfied that the Itata had passed 
Acapulco either before he arrived there or 
While he lay in port, and that he has resumed 
the long chase. It is estimated that the Itata

As she is a much 
smaller vessel than the Esmeralda and barns

the Itata was off Acapulco Friday night, she 

had two full days’ start of the Charleston when 

the latter started again in pursuit last night. 

This is abont the same lead thatshe had when 
she started from San Diego, so that it does not 
apron that the chase is any nearer a con- 
clusion. Butif the two vessels now follow 
the same course, the Charleston, steaming at 
fourteen knots, should come up with the Itata 
by tomorrow night. This event, of course, is 
based ‘upon the assumption, which. is not 
founded u the strong probability that the 
two vessels are steering exactly the same 
course. If the Charleston passes the Itata 
the next port where they are likely to be heard 
from is Panama, about 1,200 miles from Aca- 
pulco, or Payta, Peru, still further down the 
coast. As it is the vessels have probably cov- 
ered less than half the distance to Iquique, 
the nearest Chilian port. 

The Itata Supplied with Coal. 

Crry or Mrxico, via Galveston, May 18.— 
The war department having asked for news in 
regard tothe Chilfan insurgent vessels from 
Acapulco has been informed. that there isno 
probability of a fight between the United 
States steamer Charleston and Chilian 
steamer Esmeralda.

SPALDING'S DEFICIT GROWING LARGER 


Suicide of Lloyd Bowers at Mobile—His 
Mind Unbalanced—How Wright Went 
Wrong Out in Texas—Criminal News. 


Lyn ron, Me., May 18.—The directors of 
the Shoe and Leather National bank made a 
report today showing the condition of affairs 
upon the retirement of ex-Cashier Percival. 


They say: 

The various misappropriations of the cashier, 
in the different ways and methods to which he re- 
sorted, appear to amount to $180,715, the largest 
sum arising from issuing certificates of deposit 
and cashier’s checks and not accounting to the 
bank for the money received for them. Pretty 
nearly every device known to crooked bank offi- 
cérs was employed by Percival. Deposite entered 
on the depositot’s passbooks were not credited on 
the ledger, credits with other banks were 


possessi pe 
late . cashier which, with his bond, will 
reduce the loss to the bank to §83,600.. The sur- 
plus and undivided profits amount to $51,133. 
The 10 per cent assessment on the capital stock 
ordered by the comptroller, amounting to 640,000, 
will little more than make good the impairment of 
the capital. The case of the late cashier, so far as 
it. reates to criminal proceedings, is in the hands 
of the government. 
Spaulding’s Irregularities. 

Arn, Mass., May 18.—An expert account- 
ant has finished his examination into the 
irregularities of the books of ex-Cashier 
Spaulding and found the deficit somewhat 
larger than at first supposed. He places the 
loss at $37,000. President Atwood, of the 
bank, says the institution will recover the loss 
in a short time. Spaulding is living quietly in 
Townsend, awaiting his trial.

THE NEGROES ARE GUARDED, 


Against Them. 

Suarrin, May 18.—A special to The Post- 
Intelligencer from Franklin, Wash., says: 
The negro minérs who arrived yesterday to 
work in the coal mines of the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company, started on their march from 
the railroad station to the mining camps soon 
after their arrival. Including women and 
children there are 675 in the party. Seventy- 
five guards, armed with Winchesters, met the 
train, but before the march of the army of 
laborers began, many of them were supplied 
with guns. No attempt to molest the black 


in possession of the houses, and tents provided 
for their use near the mines. Many of the 
miners’ wives gathered around the colored 
people and remarked: ; 

“Look at Correy’s black slaves.” 

At the town of Franklin a deadline has 
been established, and the white people are not 
allowed to.go beyond it. The negroes are con- 
fined to certain limits as far as possible. In- 
tense indignation prevails on account of the 
presence of hired guards. At a meeting of 
citizens last night over 200 were present, about 
thirty of them being negroes. It is asserted 
by those who conducted the meeting that all 
the negroes present stated they had been 
brought here under false representations and 
intended to return. Resolutions were passed 
denouncing the companies in bringing negroes 
in under an atmed guard, and appealing to 
Governor Ferry to enforce the provision of the 
constitution which forbids the assembling of 
armed bodies of men. The white miners are 
endeavoring to proselyte the blacks, and some 
of them have already deserted the company. 

At a late hour last night everything was 
quiet and guards are patfolling the deadline.

A TALK WITH CORTE. 


A Washington Reporter Has a Chat With 
the Consul. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Consul Corte, late 
of New Orleans, and the boy Grimaldi, whose 
life was spared when the lynchers broke into 
the New Orleans jail, arrived here yesterday 
and departed for New York today, en route to 
Italy. A reporter called on Corte this after- 
noon and found him willing to talk upon the 
subject of what he had done and what he in- 
tended todo. The consul speaks English 
only indifferently and at times found great dif- 
ficulty in expressing himself. 

The interview was conducted in French and 
23 broken English. Corte spoke freely and 
decidedly, and began by protesting vigorously 
against the treatment he had ved at the 
hands of the newspapers. 

“I pray you, said he, make it to state in 
your paper that all that has been said about 
me is false, absolutely: The very fact that 
the marquis hassummoned me to Rome to 
confer with me on the situation is proof of the 
confidence reposed in me by my government. 
They desire me to talk over matters more 
freely and more in detail than can be done 
through the medium of letters. There is 
one thing 1 want to say right here 
to you for your paper, and that is that I do not 
see any reason why the troubles in New 
Orleans should make — breach between two 
such friendly nations as Italy and the United 
States, and nothing that I shall say will be of 
a nature either to create or widen such breach. 
In the first place, I do not have any fault to 
find with the population of New Orleans. They 
are a fine set of people, and asarule they are 
opposed to all that has been done. The trouble 
is that there is a large class of knownoth 
people there who are hostile to foreigners, an 
the difficulties were all brought about by them.

In the vicinity of Sumter City, a station 


‘just below Americus, on the Central’ railroad, 


the owners of dogs have been noticing that 


they were disappearing at night, amid a series 
of howls that indicated violence, and when on 
several occasions owners have rushed out to 
protect their canine property, they have been 
horrified to see them being attacked and de- 
voured by a huge animal, which seemed devoid 
of fear of man or beast, so intent was it on 
seizing its prey. 

This beast has been seen by a dozen men, 
black and white, in the very act of attacking 
dogs, and has, in one or twoinstances, actually 
followed its fleeing victims right into a house, 
and had to be beaten off with chairs to save 
the dog from being devoured right at its mas- 
ter's feet. 

The various accounts of the animalagree in 
general that it is, in its appearance, like a 
monstrous dog so far as concerns its body, 
while it has the head, nose and mouth of a 
wild boar, and has claws like an eagle on all 
four feet. The tracks that have been seen by 
numerous people in and around Sumter City, 
are described as resombling those of a wild 
turkey, only much larger and more hooked 
claws. 

Itis not a wildcat, panther, boar nor any 
other animal that anybody has ever seen; for 
it has seized and devoured in a twinkling sev- 
eral well-trained wildcat dogs, that hada 
record of whipping any four-footed varmint“ 
that ever roamed these woods, bolting them as 
if they were mere puppies. 

The monster appears to have an appetite for 
dog flesh similar to that which a cat has fora 
mouse, and will follow them anywhere regard- 
less of people, whomit does not appear to 
stand in awe of at all. The dogs are being 
devoured nightly by the score, and the wails 
of the disappearing canines can be heard in 
every direction. Inafew weeks more there 
will not be one left in that part of the country, 
and the alarm is spreading lest the beast eat 
up not only the dogs, but may attack other 
domestic animals and children, as it never 
hesitates to dash right into a house in pursuit 
of its victims. 

Hunting parties are to be organized at once 
to go in pursuit of the monster, and everybod 
around Sumter City is determined to catc 
this strange animal whose appearance and ac- 
tions are inspiring terror in the homes of the 
people, no less than among their dogs.

Mayor Hemphill’s message to the council, 
yesterday, wason exactly the right line, 
and every word of it will be endorsed 
by our people. 

The message calls attention to the 
fact that our police station and water- 
works were built for a city of about 
20,000 population, and are now entirely 
madequate. The need of a hospital and 
‘= cemetery under the control of the city 
is clearly and convincingly set forth. 


It is safe to say that these important 


matters will find our citizens all of one 
mind. We cannot afford to risk the 
danger of a water supply not half suf- 
ficient for our needs. We cannot make a 
police station for a small town ac- 
commodate a large city. We cannot turn 
a deaf ear to our people when they de- 
mand burial lots guaranteed to be always 
within the reach of the poorer classes. 
The Grady hospital is a necessity, and 
the plan suggested for its completion 
‘meets with general approval. It is a public 
institution, adopted by the city, and, as 
the mayor very justly says, it is the duty 
of the city to see that the work is re- 
sumed as soon as possible. We need the 
benefit that will be derived from it, and 
its completion should not be delayed. 

The money needed to carry out these 
suggestions is in sight. Mayor Hemphill 
recommends the sale of the old stockade, 
as we now have a new one, and it is 
his idea that the proceeds should go as 
follows: Twenty-five thousand dollars for 
the new police station lot on Decatur 
street, $10,000for the completion of the 
Grady hospital, $25,000 for the new water 
supply, and $15,000 to purchase a new 
cemetery under the control of the city. 
_ The remainder of the fund should go 
to the equipment of the new stockade 
in the western part of the city. 

In this way the city can easily pro- 
vide for all these important and much 
needed improvements, and by getting rid 
of the old stockade remove the only 
obstacle that now stands in the way of 
developing a desirable residence quarter 
of the city.

Such being the case, the people have 
a right to rest from agitation. The busi- 
ness men of the ‘city, whose interest in 
good order is greatest, want conserva- 
tism. The city council is doing its duty 
faithfully; the officers are vigilant; in 
fact the situation is such that it is to 
the interest of all to have peace. 


An Old Log Cabin. 

Thirty-five years ago a farmer built a log 
cabin in St. Louis county, Missouri, for less 
than $200, and a few days ago the house 
was sold, without the land, for $5,000. 

The farmer who built the cabin with his 
own ‘hands and the help of a few neighbors 
was Ulysses S. Grant, At that time he saw 
nothing before him but a life of toil and 
poverty, and yet in after years he became 
the general of the army, the president of 
the nation, and stood before kings. | 

Many an American president—many an 
American millionaire—has begun life in a 
log cabin. In fact, this humble home 
seems to stand at the beginning of every 
typical American career. 

After Grant had reaped all the rewards 
and honors of success, he bought the old log 
cabin. In the white house—in his stately 
mansion—in the palaces of kings and em- 
perors this silent man of destiny was always 
looking back to the days when he cut and 
hewed the logs that were to shelter his 
loved ones, and make a home for them 
while he cheerfully toiled for their support. 
He was proud of his old farming days in the 
backwoods, and fortune’s favors never 
made him ashamed. of honest labor. 3 

As an object lesson the old log cabin that 
Grant built is richly worth $5,000, and 
much more. When American boys look at 
it they will see that in this country a man’s 
success and position do not depend upon an 
advantageous start in life. ‘The fact that a 
boy is cradled in the lap of luxury does not 
assure a bright future. The farmer’s boy 
earning his bread by the sweat of his brow 
is, if anything, more likely to admire great- 
ness than the curled darling who is born in 
the palace of a plnutocrat. 

There can be no faithful picture of 
American life without the old log cabin. It 
is thé nursery of the good and great men 
and women whose heads and hearts stamp 
their work upon our laws, our literature, our 
civilization and our national progress. 

When we honor the old log cabin we 
exalt the American home!

In 
1880 it thought it was rushing along at a breakneck 
speed because it had erected mills on its streans 
and manufactured 180,000 bates of cotton it had 
raised, but in 1890, only ten years later, it manu. 
factured 500,000 bales and made contracts for niore

Before he 
left the south he had read very little, and 
his literary style had the charm of sponta- 
neity. Unfortunately, his association with 
the Boston crowd led him to read deeply, 
and his work gradually became conventional 
and self-conscious.

Sometimes it 
crushes a man. ; 

After all, a writer must be very largely a 
law unto himself, and if his genius forces 
him into the line of creative work he must 


rely upon such culture as he naturally and 


easily acquires. As a rule, any effort to 


impose upon himself the limitations pre- 
scribed by others will simply make him arti- 


ficial and conventional. The Louisianian 
has found it so, and his experience should be 
a warning to others.

Our money is held upto the gold stand- 
ard, and we take nearly the whole of the silver 
product of the country and convert it into cur- 
rency, that there may be no contraction, and tuat 
is all the government can do for the people in 
money matters. We shall be glad to hear that 
THE CONSTITUTION has cleared its head. *, 
Mr. Halstead should be accurate. THE 
CONSTITUTION does not say that the British 
gold standard is ruining the American 
farmer. What THE CONSTITUTION did say, 
and what if desires to repeat here, is that 
the demonetization of silver by the repub- 
lican party in this country has enabled the 
British traders to rob the American wheat 
and cotton growers of millions upon millions 
of dollars since .1873. We have already 


ting on 


tried to describe this process. Silver is at 


par with gold in India. There has been no 
depreciation whatever in the bullion value 
of the metal, owing to the fact that the In- 
dian mints are open to the free coinage of 
silver. When the United States demone- 
tized silver, in 1873, silver was at once de 
preciated in this country and in London. It 
was not depreciated in India for the reason 
that India has free coinage. In that coun- 
try three rupees would buy a quintal of 
wheat eighteen years ago, and three rupees 
would buy a quintal of wheat today. In 
London, however, bullion silver equal to 
‘three rupees has fallen 25 per cent in value. 
The British merchant buys three rupees’ 
worth of bullion silver for 25 per cent less 
than it is worth in India, and with it pur- 
chases a quintal of wheat. In other words, 
the ‘depreciation in silver has depreciated 
the price of Indian wheat in London, and 
this determines the price of American wheat 
in London. The American farmer has to 
sell his surplus wheat for what the Indian 
wheat will fetch in London, and the price 
of this surplus wheat determines the price 
of wheat in the American markets. As 
with Wheat so With cotton. On every bushel 
of wheat and every dollar's worth of cotton 
the Amefican. producer has been robbed of 
the amount represented by the depreciation 
of a dollar's worth of silver. ;

In the organization of companies from the Con- 
federate Veterans’ Association of Fulton County, 
we, the committee, apoointed by the president 

1, The companies shall consist of thirty, and 


not over fifty members each.

2. They shall be designated as Company A, B. C, 
D, E, F, G, H, I, K, which companies shall form a 
battalion or regiment. 
3. The uniforms of all companies shall be the 
same in color, quality and style, and such as has 
been adopted a this association, the only dis- 
tinguishing mark being the letters of the compa- 
nies as indicated above, which shall be of uniform 
oo silver or brass, and worn on the front of 
t. 


4. The companies’ battalion or regiment shall be 
officered the same as such commands were offi- 
cered in the confederate army. 

5. The president of the association, who is also 
commander, shall rank as colonel, and 
mand the battalion or regiment; other field offi- 
cers shall be elected by the battalion or regiment 
in the same manner as in our state organizations, 
viz. : a lieutenant colonel and major, the 6 
be appointed by the colonel commanding. / 

6. The company officers shall be elected by the 
members of the — 1 

7. The same discipline for the governing of the 
state volunteers when on parade, in line, on drill 
or for public occasions shall be observed. 


8. No one shall become a member of any of the | 


companies who is nota member of this associa- 
tion in 2 standing, and all shall be subject to 
such rules and regulations, governing said organ- 
izations, as this association may enact, and shall 
observe and obey all special and general orders of 
the president and commander. 

9. No member of any company shall remain a 
member who is not in good standing with the as- 
sociation. 

10. Each company, as a separate company, May | 
adopt such rules and regulations for their conve- 
nience and for governing their companies, not in 
conflict with the rules and regulations of this as- 
sociation.

CHATTAHOOCHEE WATER AND PoweER Co. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, who represented the 
company, was asked to explain the offer. 

J will take but a few minutes of your time, 
Mr. President and members of the council,” 
said Captain Ellis. Thie water problem, 
whatever way it may be decided, involves the 
expenditure of a great deal of money. I see 
the estimates of the cost of the new plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Hering place the cost at about 
$750,000. It is safe to say that the actual cost 
will not be less than $1,000,000. Atlanta 
should get the best water at the 
lowest rate, and from the best source. 
The cost of water at present 
has been estimated at 10 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons—consumers have had to pay more that. 
The company I represent is made up of gen- 
tlemen amply able to carry out any agreement 
they may make. You will see by their propo- 
sition that they agree to furnish clear water 
and pure water, obtaining it from a point con- 
siderably above where the Hering plan con- 
templates. I know that New Tork 
capitalists propose establishing man- 
ufactories on the Chattahoochee above 
the point where land has been secured for a 
pumping station. I know ‘the argument is 
made that the furnishing of the city’s water 
should not be turned over to a pi vate 
company, but there is no monopoly in this, it 
is merely a straight business proposition. All 
we ask is thatit be referred toan intelligent 
and conservative committee—one that will en- 
dorse it if deserving or will rejectitif not.“ 

Mr. Rice moved its reference to the water- 
works committee and the water commission, 
and the paper took that course. 

Judge Hikyer and the Water Board. 

Judge Hillyer was present, and when the 
report On the new waterworks came up he was 
invited to address the council. 

“Speaking for the board of water commis- 
sioners,”’ said he, I must discuss the matter 
without. reference to this proposition of a pri- 
vate company, as we did not know that such a 
proposition was to be submitted. It is the 
view of the board, and of the superintendent 
and the city engineer, that the condition of 
the city’s water supply isa matter of great 
urgency. Thereis now but one sixteen-inch 
main from the present reservoir to 
the city. The capacity of that 
main is limited, and it’s a physical 
impossibility to exceed that capacity. The 
city is growing very rapidly, and the demand 
is increasing constantly. The report of the 
superintendent shows that seventy-seven new 
taps were added last month, and that the 
supply was already overtaxed. Drring the 
dry weather which has recently set in, during 
the later part of each day the pressure is so 
weakened that a pressure of 180 pounds at the 
pumping stationfproduces a pressure of only fif- 
teen or twenty pounds in the superintendent’s 
oftice in the Chamber of Commerce. 

The opening of a tap to fill up a sprinkling 
cart, or to flush a sewer, or an unusual demand 
like thaton May Day,reduce the pressure to less 
than sufficient fire pressure. That is a striking 
illustration: Open one plug for any of these 
purposes, andin the center of town there isn’t 
an adequate or safe fire pressure. 

ANOTHER DANGER. 

“The engines now at the pumping station 
are so small that they must be run at a speed 
upon the verge of danger allthe time, to 
pump even the present limited supply. 
„The Todd branch has been cut off, so that 

the supply comes from the Hardin branch 
with a water-shed of not more than 12,000 
acres, and unless the rains are constant we can- 
not rely upon the water being always high 
enough in the reservoir to run through the fil- 
ters. Last fall,it was shown by the figures that 
if the dry weather had continued seven days 
longer, the water would not have run through 
the filter. 

„We have felt it our duty to call your at- 
tention to the situation. The board, in com- 
pany with the mayor and several members of 
the council, a few days ago visited the property 
where it is proposed to locate the new pump- 
ing station on the Chattahoochee. The mayor 
secured options on 100 acres just above the 
mouth of Peachtree creek. 

THE OFFICIAL ACTION. 

“The board met today, and this is our offi- 
cial action. 

To The Honorable Mayor and General Council: 
At a called meeting of the board of water com- 
missioners held on May 12, 1891, the superintend- 
ent of water works and the city engineer sub- 
mitted a report as to the location as well as the 
system of waterworks now in contemplation of 
being built. This report is hereto attached and 
your attention is respectfully called to same. The 
report was adopted. This board on the 15th of 
May, together with the mayor and a number of 
members of your honorable body, visited the 
Chassapoocteriag the moss eligible, point on the 
river, to a plan of water supply on the Hering 

lan. The board is not fully satisfied as to the 
ocation of the nore reservoir, But this is a mat- 
ter of detail, and need not delay the installation 
and p of the work.

THAT TEMPORARY CONNECTION, 
Jam instructed by the board to say,“ con- 
tinued Judge Hillyer, that the danger of the 
present reservoir elvis out this — demands 
a strictly tem provision eatery, in 
case a drought should necessitate an additional 
supply. It will be too late to provide for this 
when there is actually no more water to be 
pumped from the present reser voir. The con- 
sumption now is 3,000,000 a day. The new 
supply in dry weather is 800,000 gallons—that 
much runs into the reservoir each day, so that 
the amount in the reservoir will be decreasing 
daily at the rate of 2,200,000 gallons.

The board of health 
thought it would be dangerous to make any 
but a temporary use of this creek, so we did 
not think it would pay the city to purchase the 
property offered for sale.’’

The 1890 Club committee presented its 
proposition for three months’ licenses to the 
council. N 

The question was discussed at length and 
was settled by the council passing a resolu- 
tion. limiting the licenses to six months. 

This propositien was considered at a called 
meeting of the 1890 Club last night, and 
that body, in view of the action of the 
council, declared the prohibition election 
“off for the present.“ 

The Council's Action. 
It was evident that a very large proportion 


| of the audience which filled the council cham- 


ber until standing room was at a premium, 
was there through their interests in the sub- 
mission of the petition of the 1890 Club, and 
the council’s disposition of that paper. 

On all sides were seen faces of men promi- 
nent in the affairs of the club, and others who 
have taken an active part in the past in the- 
discussion of the prohibition question. 

The greatest interest was manifested during 
the reading of the paper submitted by the club 
to the council, and in the speech of Chairman 
Murphey and other speeches which followed: 

MR. MURPHEY TALKS. 

‘When Mr. Murphey was asked for an ex 
pression of his views and of the views of the 
gentlemen he represented, he stepped just 
within the railing which separates the council 
from the hol polioi, and said: 

W- ͤ come to you, your honor and members 
of the council, with a proposition made in a 
spirit of reconciliation. We claim as prohi- 
bitionists that we are unequally situated in 
the present state of affairs—in this: When- 
ever prohibition goes into effect, we have to 
wait a long time, possibly as much 
as a year, before we have 
practical prohibition. On the other hand, if 
the vote is against us, barrooms go into effect 
atonce. That was shown in 1885, when, as I 
have been told, one license, and perhaps oth- 
ers, Tan as late as, October, 1886. When the 
election went against us, you will remember, 
the no-prohibition went into effect at once. 

“What we want is simply this—that licenses 
shall not be granted for more than three 
months ahead. Under the present system the 
barmen pay simply for each quarter in ad- 
vance, but make bond and are given a license 
for the year. We want the license money and 
the license to run together. 

‘“T holdin my hand a petition containing 
1,500 names, which petition, if handed to the 
ordinary, would precipitate an election within 
forty days. If the council adopts the policy 
we petition for it not only saves an election 
now, but, in my judgment, there will never be 


zone. We say this in no bulldozing spirit, 


facts are facts. It takes 
only 450 people to call an elec- 
tion; we have more than three times 
that many, andcan get twice as many as we 
have. But we don’t care to precipitate an 
election if we can help it, for we believe that 
theends at which weaim can be obtained 
without the strife incident to an election. 

„This petition must be filed by next Wednes- 
day if we are to have anelection before the 
first ot July, the time when the new licenses 
ere granted. We ask, therefore, that you let 
us know what you all can do. If you grant 
our petition we will not only not file this pe- 
tition. for an election now, but we guarantee 
there will be no election this year. As chair- 
man of the committee and president of the 
club I am authorized to make this state- 
ment.“ 

THEY STICK FOR THREE MONTHS. 

Mr, Reinhardt asked if there would be any 
difference between granting them for three 
months and six months. 

„We rest upon our proposition of three 
months. If we should vote for prohibition in 
March, I am frank to say thut we should want 
no barrooms to go into effect in April. We be- 
lieve that the question will be settled without 
an election, and we stick by the three months’ 
basis.“ 

But will your club not be satisfied with six 
months?“ asked Mr. Reinhardt. 

. “I think not,” said Mr. Murphey. “I am

“Tf it please the council, sald Mr. Mur- 
phey, rising from his seat in the back of the 
hall, “I would like to make a personal explan- 
ation. Mr. King has quoted me correctly. It 
will be kept up, this agitation—agitation, ed- 
ucation, agitation, education—will continue; 
but what I mean in the proposition I make is 
that there will not be agitation by an election.” 
„I don’t believe,” said Captain Hendricks, 
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a right to expect for the year, and upon this 
we have made our apf I have al- 
ways been a probibitionist, have voted for 
phohibition before and will probably do so 
again if the question is brought up; but I 
think the petition is unreasonable because it 
willthrow out of joint the whole question 
of the appropriations for the city government. 
Itis bound to cripple some department or 
other. If we pass this for six months that will 
dispose of the matter this year, and the new 
council which comes in will know upon what 
basis to work. In the election for members of 
the council this question is bound to enter to 


tome extent or other, and after the election it 


will be easy to know from the complexion of 
the new council how this question of licenses 
is to be treated. If licenses are to be refused, 
the finance committee can make 
its appropriations en that basis. 
At any rate it will know how to act one way 
or the other.“ 

. MR. RICE. TALKS TO THE POINT. 

“Dr. Turner has stated my position exactly,” 
said Alderman Rice. “To pass a resolution 
of this kind would destroy, practically, part of 
the city’sincome. At any rate, it will result 
in the evil which he fears. As chairman of 
the finance committee, I ay that as we have 
made estimates based on the income for this 
year it is impracticable to do as they ask. I 
will vote for the six-month proposition, how- 
ever, if it will have a tendency to prevent an 
election. I have always been a prohibitionist, 
as you know, but our best experience shows us 
that prohibition is absolutely impracticable. 
It don't work. In considaring this question, 
you must consider that there is an immense 
crowd of people in this city who have no 
organization like the 90 Club, and have not 
sent any representation, We are here to 
represent the whole people. I am 
in favor of controlling the traffic 
most rigidly, and I believe in the 
strongest regulation, but prohibition is im- 
practicable, and this agitation of the question 
can only result in harm to the city. I am a 
conservative citizen in all that I do, andasI 
said before if it would prevent an election 
I'Il vote to make the licenses granted for only 
six months.“ 

TEMPERANCE IN ALL THINGS. 

„Well,“ said Mr. Woodward, taking the 
floor, I am like my brother Rice so far as 
being willing to six months is concerned. 
When I came here I thought I would vote 
against the whole business, but if we can pre- 
vent the agitation I am willing to vote for the 
six months. I want to say right here that if 
one-half or one-tenth of these prohibitionists 
drank as little as I do there would be no need 
for an election—no need for prohibition 
laws. I have not tasted beer in six- 
teen years. I did have some whisky 
in my house after I was married, but the seal 
of that bottle was broken and the first dose 
was given to a prohibitionist. I believe in 
being temperate in all these questions, as well 
as temperance in the question of drink.“ 

Colonel Hulsey suggested that if the six- 
months resolution passed everybody’s mind 
would be at rest for that time at least.

If the election is 
brought on it is not this council which can be 
held responsible. The responsibility for any 
such agitation rests with the men who come 
to us with this petition. If we propose six 
months and they say they won’t be satisfied 
with anything but three months, they are the. 
agitators.” 

Mr. Reinhardt said a word in favor of the 
six-months, idea, so did Mr. King. 

SIX MONTHS GOES. 

Let us show them, said Mr. King, that 
we are willing to do what Is right, and I don’t 
think they will press the matter further. I 
think they will be satisfied with the x-

Andrew Jackson a Gentleman at All 


Times. 

Rev. D. C. Kelley, of Nashville, in his ad- 
dress on Andrew Jackson before the Louisville 
Scotch-Irish convention, said: 

If we turn from principle to conduct, we 
have his latest biographer declaring: ‘‘Through- 
out life Jackson was noted alike for spotless 
purity and for romantic and chivalrous respect for 
the female sex. In the presence of women his 
manner was always distinguished for grave and 
courtly politeness.“ As yet Jackson has had no 
worthy biographer. When Jackson visited New 
York and Boston, the best women of those cities, 
who looked for a rude warrior from the 
west, acknowledged the superior grace df 
his manners, and were profuse in their 
eulogies. The best cultured classes of New 
Orleans, with their old-world elegance, pronounced 
him the most courtly of men. While at his ow 
home in Tennessee, an aged and cultured woma 
present at the grand ball given to Lafayette, when 
he paid his last visit to America, declared to me 
that the women were so charmed with Jackson’s 
courtliness that they were near forgetting to ob- 
serve the distinguished guest. Between Jackson 
and his great antagonist, John Quincy Adams, 
there was only contrast in manner. I yield to no 
one in sincere admiration for Mr. Adams. But 
Jackson would never have gone to the theater the 
night he was expecting Mrs. Jackson after months 
of separation, expecting her to arrive in his 
absence at any moment. I would pluck no 
laurel from the brow of the typical Puri- 
tan, the honored Adams, but I do him no 
wrong when, by contrast, I bring out the single 
the Scotch-Irishman surpasses 
the Puritan, high courtesy to women. Your time 
must not be trespassed upon ;we may not,therefore, 
reply to the charges against him as given to fight- 
ing and personal broils; we only say his temper 
was no fiercer than that of Cœsar, Bonaparte or 
Frederick the Great; dueling was a curse of his 
times, not in rude communities, butin the most 
refined.

Shall I, a minister of the 
gospel, defend him against the crime of gambling?
